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Launch Of Skylab Crew Sunday 


. . . Sef Of Solar Power Panels Deploys Improperly 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - A cranky set of 


solar power panels failed to deploy properly Mon- 
day on the $294-million Skylab space station, for- 
cing a five-day delay in the launch of the astronauts 
who will live aboard the craft. 


The decision was announced by the Skylab 


program director, William Schneider, after officials 
evaluated for several hours the problem with 
America's first space station. 


The three astronauts, Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. 


Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were told 
about the decision in their crew quarters. 


They were to have blasted off Tuesday to link up 


with the station for 28 days in orbit but instead 


were returning to their quarantine quarters in 
Houston to continue training and await the new 
launch date on Sunday. 


The 118-foot Skylab, a vital part of a $2.6 billion 


science-from-orbit program that was to eventually 
include the three manned launches, was smoothly 
drilled into orbit from Cape Kennedy. 


But before the craft completed its first orbit, 


mission control announced that solar cell wings, 
which supply electrical power to the spacecraft by 
converting sunlight, had failed to deploy 
automatically 


After studying the problem for more than eight 


hours, space agency officials announced the delay. 


"The launch (of the astronauts) has been 


recycled for five days to Sunday, May 20, because 
of incidents which occurred during the Skylab 
deployment," the announcement said. "This will 
permit further evaluation of alternative flight plans 
to maximize returns from the Skylab mission " 


One plan under study by engineers calls for 


borrowing power from the Apollo command ship 
which will ferry the astronauts up to the space 
cabin. The command ship has two fuel cells which 
combine oxygen and hydrogen to create electricity. 


The Saturn IB rocket which was to have 


launched the astronauts is poised and ready on a 
launch pad, but workers will now restart certain 


parts of the countdown and bring it to launch 
readiness once again on Sunday. 


Conrad. Weitz and Kerwin watched the flawless 


launch from a viewing area three miles from the 
pad 


A spokesman said that after the problem 


developed, they retired to their quarters to listen to 
comment by mission control from there 


The Saturn IB rocket scheduled to launch the 


astronauts was poised and ready on a launch pad 
nearby. 


Five Saturn rocket engines thundered to life on 


time, at 1.30 p m EDT. and the 33-story rocket 
slowly climbed away from the pad, passing through 


an overcast Florida sky and speeding over the 
North Atlantic 


Mission control said data indicates a fairing on 


the solar panel may have been fouled only 63 
seconds after liftoff At this time in the launch 
program, the spacecraft was still climbing toward 
orbit from its Cape Kennedy nest. 


Packed aboard Skylab is a complex of in- 


struments for the study of solar physics 
astronomy, the resources of earth and of the 
medical changes of the men aboard the space sta- 
tion The instruments are designed to gather new 
data which never before was possible

Earnings At 
LT&T Eyed

An audit of Lincoln Telephone & Telgraph Co 


has disclosed that the firm's 1972 rate of return 
exceeded that allowed by the Public Services Com- 
mission by 81%. 


Commission Chairman Robert T. Marland 


Monday said no action will be taken on the audit 
pending a review of additional financial data which 
has been requested. The commission then could 
conceivably alter LT&T's rate structure to bring it 
into line with the authorized rate of return. 


The commission allowed LT&T a base rate in- 


crease over two years ago based on an expected 
earning of 75% The 1972 audit indicates that 
LT&T's actual earnings were 8 3% 


The commission has directed LT&T to submit 


a bsting of budgeted construction projects and a 
complete financial statement for the first quarter 
of 1973 to determine if the rate increase was in fact 
too high. 


"You must remember," Marland said, "that 


LT&T has a construction program that is very great 
in scope, including electronic switching." 


This and other financial considerations, such as 


stocks, could offset any excess earnings, Marland 
said. 


A similar audit for Northwestern Bell 


Telephone Co. showed that it earned a rate of 
return below that permitted by the commission; 
however, those increased rates were only in effect 
since last August. 


Northwestern Bell was authorized a 7.75% rate 


of return; their actual rate of return for 1972 was 
7.46%. 


Marland declined to disclose any other data 


concerning the LT&T audit, such as the dollar 
amount of earnings, unless the full commission 
votes to make it public. Marland said he would 
bring the issue before »< commission. 4 


"We're not trying to hide anything," Marland 


said. "The audit deals too much in management to 
make it completely public "

Major Budget Bill Fails Vote 


... As Spending Measures Sfarf Moving

Weighted down by all ad- 


ditions which increased its fiscal 
1973-74 size by nearly $3V2 
million, the Legislature's capital 
construction budget bill Monday 
fell three votes short of clearing 
its first floor test. 


The bill, LB256, a spending 


magnet which attracted a host of 
amendments, won 22-11 first 
stage approval. But 25 votes are 
needed to give a bill its first 
shove across the legislative floor. 


LB256 emerged from the Ap- 


propriations Committee as a 
three-year package carrying a 
$29.6 million price tag, including 
$17.7 
million in fiscal 1973-74 


expenditures. 


$45 Million Package 


When senators had finished 


amending it Monday, the 
measure had grown to a three- 
year package of $45 million, in- 
cluding about $21.1 million in 
1973-74 spending. 


Sen. Robert Clark of Sidney, 


warning that "the pork is run- 
ning out," said the bill contained 
everything but an addition to his 
retail store 


But Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff, who helped lead the 
effort to add to the committee's 
recommendations, 
said it 


represented funding for state 
projects which will be needed 
over the next three years. 


Additions to the bill capped a 


day m which the logs in the 


month-old legislative spending 
logjam began to roll 


It all began with the 


Legislature's decision to break 
its spending prohibition by 
passing a $1.6 million teachers 
retirement measure (See story 
on Page 5.) 


4 Bills Advanced

LB452, the DAS reorganization 
bill struck down by a guber- 
noatorial veto.

Wiretap Files In 
Ehrlichman Safe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John 


D. Ehrhchman's White House 
safe contained Daniel Ellsberg's 
and 16 other missing wiretap 
files, it was disclosed Monday by 
acting FBI Director William D. 
Ruckelshaus. He said he "had to 
arm wrestle with the Secret Ser- 
vice" to get them. 


The startling revelation was 


made as the White House 
worried publicly about the effect 
of televised Senate hearings on 
Watergate legal processes and a 
judge ordered John W. Dean 
Ill's potentially explosive papers 
turned over to government and 
Senate investigators 


Meanwhile. Elliot.L Richard- 


son was ready to name a special 
prosecutor from a list of four 
names and there was testimony 
on Capitol Hill that Ehrlichman. 
H. R. Haldeman and Dean tried 
to involve the CIA in covert ac- 
tivities other than the burglary 
of Ellsberg's psychiatrist 


The Santa Ana Register 


reported that Senate in- 
vestigators believe President 
Nixon may have purchased his 
San Clemente estate with $1 
million in unreported funds left 
over form the 1968 campaign. 


The Register said Nixon's at- 


torney, Herbert Kalmbach, kept 
the money in a second bank ac- 
count 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler summoned 
newsmen to his office and called 
the story "a total fabrication .. 
a completely false and malicious 
report." 


Sen Sam J. Ervin, D-N. C., 


the chairman of the special com- 
mittee, said about the report: "I 
never heard about it before you 
mentioned it." The committee's 
deputy counsel, Rufus L. Ed- 
misten, added: "the staff never 
heard of it, either." 


The FBI explained, several 


hours after the Ruckelshaus 
news conference, that the acting 
chief did not intend to convey he 
physically wrested the wiretap 
files from the Secret Service but 
only to show the zealousness 
with which they were guarded 
"It was just a figure of speech," 
a spokesman said. 


The whereabouts of the 


EHsberg wiretaps had been a 
mystery until Ruckelshaus' dis- 
closure The missing files were a 
major factor last week in the dis- 
missal of all charges against 
Ellsberg and Anthony Russo in 
the Pentagon Papers trial in Los 
Angeles 


Ruckelshaus said Robert Mar- 


dian, former assistant attorney 
general, suggested the missing 


files might be in Ehrhchman's 
office Ehrlichman resigned as 
President Nixon's principal 
domestic adviser April 30 after 
White House involvement in the 
Watergate affair became known 


Mardian claimed former FBI 


Assistant Director W C. Sullivan 
had removed the files from the 
FBI. Ruckelshaus said, because 
he felt that former director J 
Edgar Hoover "might use the 
records in some manner against 
the attorney general or the 
President " 


He said notations by Hoover 


indicated that then-Atty. Gen 
John N Mitchell later told 
Hoover the files had been 
destroyed Mitchell has denied 
making such a statement 


All the taps had been placed 


after President Nixon and his 
national security adviser Henry 
Kissinger had aired concern to 
the FBI that leaks to news media 
could imperil negotiations on the 
war and the strategic arms 
limitation. 


Sen Stuart Symington. D-Mo . 


said the CIA's deputy director 
told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee Monday "there were 
other matters besides the 
Ellsberg case in which the White 
House staff tried to involve the 
CIA"

the armed services are entitled 
to the same dependents' benefits 
as men 


The decision was in favor of 


Air Force Lt. Sharron Frontiero 
of Montgomery, Ala., in her 
court fight to win benefits for 
her college-student 
husband, 


and reaches the approximately 
6.000 other married women in 
uniform. 


The majority differed as to the 


grounds for the ruling, but only 
Justice William H Rehnquist 
dissented from the opinion that 
armed 
services 
regulations 


governing housing and medical 
allowances are discriminatory 
on the basis of sex. 


Up to now. married 
ser- 


vicewomen have had to prove 
they were contributing more 
than half their husbands' sup- 
port in order to qualify, whereas 
-men have received the benefits 
automatically whether actually 
supporting their wives or not. 


Justice William J Brennan Jr. 


said for the majority that the 
United States "has had a long 
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and unfortunate history of sex 
discrimination " 


"Our statute books gradually 


became laden with gross, 
stereotypical distinctions 
between the sexes," the opinion 
said, "and, indeed, throughout 
much of the 19th century the 
position of women in our society 


was. in many respects, com- 
parable to that of blacks under 
the pre-Civil War slave codes " 


Four of the majority justices 


held that women should be 
placed in the same category as 
blacks in challenging federal and 
state laws as disciminatory, and 
Justice Potter Stewart appeared 
to agree in a cyptic appendix 
concurring in the opinion.

London (AP) - The price of 


gold soared to record levels 
Monday, above the once un- 
imaginable figure of $100 an 
ounce, and kept on climbing. 


At the same time, the dollar 


fared some of the worst selling 
pressure it has encountered 
since the February devaluation, 
leading to fears of a new dollar 
crisis 


The U.S. currency closed at a 


two-month low in Frankfurt, a 
three-month low in Paris, and an 
11-month low in London. The 
dollar was also down sharply in 
Zurich, Amsterdam and other 
centers 


Dealers blamed the dollar 


drop partly on the soaring gold 
price and partly on continued 
uncertainty about the stability of 
the Nixon administration 
because of the Watergate scan- 
dal 


There was less agreement, 


however, on the reasons for the 
phenomenal leap in the gold 
price of more than $5 an ounce 
Normally the metal's price 
changes only a few cents in a 
day. It has made a bigger jump 
only once before, a gain of $7 an 
ounce during the crisis that sur- 
rounded the February 
dollar

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Airport Drama Ends; 
FBI Men Kill Gunman 


I marksmen Monday shot and 


killed a gunman who seized a 
hostage and threatened to blow 
up an aviation fuel tank at the 
airport here. 


Authorities said William 


.Howard Abernathy, an employe 
at the airport, was killed as he 
descended a spiral ladder on the 
840,000-gallon tank. He had 
threatened to blow up the tank if 
his children and divorced wife 
were not brought to him. 


Abernathy's hostage, Gene 


Lloyd, 56, escaped unharmed. 
He had been held at gunpoint by 
Abernathy for almost eight 
hours. 


"A few minutes before noon 


he (Abernathy) said to me, 
'Okay, old man, let's go,' " said 
Lloyd. He was Abernathy's boss 
at Lockheed Air Terminal 
(LAT). 


"We started down the ladder. 


He had the gun in my back. He 
told me, 'When I say hit it, hit 
it.' About halfway down the 


shots, he 


and I took off." 


Edward G. Westerdahl, 


executive director of the Port of 
Portland, which operates 
Portland International Airport, 
said several FBI agents fired at 
Abernathy, 25, who was 
pronounced dead at a Portland 
hospital. 


Officials had flown Ab*i- 


nathy's former wife Nancy Lynn 
and two children to Portland 
from their home in Bellingham, 
Wash., about 250 miles to the 
north. The children are Jenifer, 
2, and Scott, 9 months. 


But Abernathy, who had set 


noon as the deadline for meeting 
with his family, started down 
from the tank without seeing 
them. 


"Our reports indicate that 


Abernathy apparently is having 
mental problems associated with 
his divorce from his wife and 
children," James Marsh, 
manager of the airport had said 
earlier. 


Gold Fluctuations 
Hit Jewels Later 
NEW YORK (AP) — The high 


cost of gold on the European 
exchanges on Monday doesn't 
mean you'll pay more for that 
bauble at Tiffany's or get more if 
you decide to sell some old 
jewelry. Not yet, anyway. 


A spot check of refiners, 


manufacturers and retailers 
showed that the price of gold 
jewelry generally depends on 
long-term costs, not short-term 
fluctuations in the market. 


The retailers — and their 


customers — are the last ones 
affected. "It's the manufacturer 
who's battling this thing day in 
and day out." said a spokesman 
for the Jewelry Industry Coun- 
cil 


A spokesman for Tiffany's said 


the posh Fifth Avenue jeweler 
could not predict what would 
happen to the price of pins, 
bracelets, earrings and other 
jewelry as a result of the record 
cost of gold — over $100 an 
ounce — on the European 
bullion markets.' 


"It depends on the fluc- 


tuations," said the Tiffany 
spokesman. "On how much gold 
the manufacturer has on hand, 
on how rapidly his supplies are 
dwindling." 


The situation also was con- 


fusing for the manufacturer. A 
spokesman for Edward Calderon 
Jewelry Inc. said, "Nobody 
knows what can happen." He 
said his own supplies of gold 


were low because he could not 
depend on the price to stay the 
same. He takes only short-term 
orders. "If I do take (long-term) 
orders now," he said, "I enter 
into an agreement with the 
customers to charge according to 
the price of gold." 


B. Gutter & Sons is a buying 


firm, purchasing jewelry and 
other gold items from con- 
sumers, then reselling the metal 
to refiners. "The whole trade is 
confused as to what they should 
pay for gold," a spokesman said. 


He added, however, that the 


amount the company pays for 
gold it buys from customers is 
based on an average market 
price. Monday's price for gold 
was the same as last week's, he 
said — between $40 and $45 an 
ounce for 18 carat or three- 
quarters pure gold. 
. The refiners are the first ones 
to change their prices. DeWitt 
Alexandre, head of the precious 
metals department of the 
refinery division of Englehard 
Industries, one of the largest 
refiners in the country, said, 
"We change our "price daily 
depending on what we have to 
pay. " A manufacturer who 
orders something from 
Englehard will have to pay for it 
based on the price of gold the 
day the finished item is shipped. 


Alexandre said that Monday's 


price — based on a 400-ounce 
bar of 99.95 per cent pure gold — 
was $102.70 an ounce.

Troop Reduction 
Talks Under Way 


VIENNA (AP) — Delegations 


from 19 countries of the Atlantic 
Alliance and the Warsaw Pact 
began their 
long-delayed 


preliminary talks on troop 
reductions Monday Hungary an- 
nounced it will not be included 
unless Italy is. 


Dr. Endre Ustor, head of the 


Hungarian delegation, told a 
news conference: "Participation 
of Hungary without Italian par- 
ticipation would be a built-in ad- 
vantage for the other side." 


The Hungarians had the last 


word as their news conference 
ended series of briefings that 
followed the nine-minute 
opening session in the morning.

Ustor replied • "Hungary could 


consider participation in possi- 
ble decisions, agreements or 
measures only if the appropriate 
conditions are fulfilled."

months, the Hungarian delegate 
said it was the agreement that 
Hungary would be only an 
observer and that the NATO 
countries could make the 
"unilateral statement" that it 
might raise the issue of 
Hungarian participation again at 
a future stage of the talks.

Lancaster County Assessor 


Fritz Meyer Monday suggested 
to the county commissioners, sit- 
ting as the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, that they consider a com- 
plete review of the entire county 
valuations if they feel there are 
existing inequities. 


In response to questioning by 


new Commissioner Jan Gauger 
regarding how increases and 
adjustments are made, Meyer 
said that inflation has "taken 
over and there isn't much we 
can do about it." 


He said he didn't have the 


time nor manpwer to inspect 
every piece of property annually 
but noted that the county could 
spend about $200,000 and get 
qualified people to make a 
review of the last reappraisal, 
which was completed in 1970. 


5% Evaluated 


Of the approximately 6,000 


sales annually in the county, 
Meyer said his office makes an 
evaluation of about 5% of those 
properties to adjust the values if 
necessary. 


Meyer said he didn't feel the 


county was very much out of line 
when the sales-assessment ratio 
assessed to actual value is run- 
ning f* 29.96%, according to the 
State Department of Revenue. 


He explained that 80% of the 


county's real estate is valued at 
the 30 to 31% level or within the 
statuatory range of 35% assessed 
value to actual value. 


•Only 20% Bad' 


"Only 20% of the valuations 


are bad," he added, stating that 
his office is trying to increase un- 
dervalued property but is not 
trying to reappraise the county 
or achieve 100% equality among 
the properties 


Within the five years since the 


reappraisal was started in 1968, 
Meyer said that he would es- 


timate the values of homes have 
increased at least 20 to 25%. 


Mrs. Gauger said she was not 


questioning that his office was 
trying to do its job but could not 
understand how an increase in 
the value of one property could 
be justified when some factor 
such as a sale kindled a re- 
evaluation, while changes are 
not made in comparable proper- 
ties because there was no sale or 
other complaint to cause the 
assessor's office to reappraise 
the properties. 


Commissioner Robert Colin 


said he could understand why 
some property owners have filed 
complaints when they received 
increases in value while their 
neighbors with identical proper- 
ties did not. 


"I'd be a little unhappy, too," 


Colin said, noting that most of 
these people are not really com- 
plaining about their properties 
being overvalued but that they 
are not being treated fairly when 
other comparable properties did 
not receive a valuation increase. 


Inspection said Needed 


Meyer argued that it is im- 


possible to point to properties 
which are alleged to be com- 
parable without actually inspec- 
ting those properties and com- 
paring square footage, construc- 


tion and other features. 


He said when a property 


owner contends that his house is 
the exact same house as that of 
his neighbor, it frequently is not 
true even though the houses 
were alike at the time of con- 
struction. 


Mrs. Gauger said that she per- 


sonally had checked an area 
which was cited by one com- 
plaintant as having comparable 
homes but in which his valuation 
had been increased because a re- 
cent sale had brought it to the 
attention of the assessor while 
the valuations of other homes in 
the area had not been hiked 


She said she felt that even 


though the increase on that par- 
ticular property might be 
justified sue could not unders- 
tand why other homes in the 
area were not checked to see if 
their valuations had not in- 
creased proportionately and 
adjustments made accordingly 


Meyer said that when SO^r of 


the county is in line he didn't see 
how one could consider that one 
area where a house value was in- 
creased should necessarily be 
completely out of line. 


Mrs Gauger said she didn't 


think that 80^ were in line and 
paying their fair share of the 
taxes as alleged by Meyer.

Gold! The gleaming, precious metal still retains the 


magic that has enticed men even to give their lives in its pur- 
suit. In the earlier days of this nation, when people were 
permitted to acquire and own gold, the thought of a strike 
Would send men scurrying into virgin territory. 


Neither hostile Indians nor the ravages of nature 


deterred men in the pursuit of gold as our country struggled 
through its infancy to maturity. For most, it was no more 
than a dream of riches that would never materialize but for 
the lucky few, the rewards of striking gold were so fabulous 
as to make prospecters oblivious to the odds against them. 


Many things have changed since then, especially in the 


nation's monetary system, but the lure of gold continues. It 
is based now in the supposed reliability of the value of gold, 
the integrity of the metal in a market place that knows very 
little integrity.

With the value of the U.S. dollar continuing to decline 


in world markets, and here at home too, speculators con- 
tinue to find security in gold. 
Here is something, they 


reason, thai cannot go down in value, that will be worth at 
least as much tomorrow as it is today. 


Such names as the Comstock Lode and Cripple Creek 


are now only a part of our pioneer history but gold is an ore 
that has stood the test of time. As a result, those involved in 
international trade and exchange are turning to gold, among 
other things, as a replacement for the hard currencies of the 
world, especially the U.S. dollar. 


What this nation supported at the price of $35 an ounce 


until only a few years ago is now expected to top the $100-an- 
ounce mark any day now. Those who bought gold prior to 
December of 1971 have witnessed a nearly three-fold in- 
crease in the value of their holdings.

This nation and the world, of course, have always in- 


vited the speculator in one form or another and we doubt 
that this will really change. There will always be a place, in- 
deed even a need, for the person willing to put up his fortune 
or pledge his security to the pursuit of something new, be it 
an ideal or money. 


And yet, one cannot view the international monetary 


situation with much of any comfort. It hardly makes sense, 
for instance, that the U.S. dollar should be the dog on the in- 
ternational scene that it is. 


Economics is a science, to be sure, but the U.S. remains 


one of the richest and probably the most powerful nation in 
the world. The potential of this nation, especially its human 
resources, has hardly been tapped. 


This nation led the world in an industrial revolution that 


is still going on. 
In science and technology, we have 


provided a unique leadership, whether or not we still are at 
the fore of things.

We have a standard of living that really is second to none 


even though 
there are those who would debate this on 


philosophical grounds. But despite all this, our dollar is in ill 
repute around the world, shrinking in value and threatening 
even our own domestic economy. 


While the experts can provide you with a logical 


explanation for this, the common sense or practical reasons 
for it are difficult to comprehend. Surely there is something 
wrong with a system in which one of the strongest members 
is, at the same time, one of the weakest sisters.

Don't rule out emphysema, 


even though those tests a couple 
of years ago showed nothing 
amiss. 


Emphysema can start out as a 


cough and not be apparent from 
X-rays or physical examinations 
in the early stages. A lung func- 
tion test would be in order for 
your husband. 


I don't want to alarm you or to 


send everyone who reads this 
and has a dry cough to go 
packing off to a doctor for a lung 
function test. 


But if your husband's cough 


has lasted two years, as you say, 
then you should be getting con- 
cerned about what is causing it. 
Two years is just too long. 


Allergy can't be ruled out, of 


course. This could cause a nasal 
drainage which could produce a 
cough that might sound "dry." 
As a matter of fact, such a condi- 
tion could cause a cough that 
might subside when he is lying 
down and be touched off when 
he stands up. 


Finally (and here's something 


that is not often considered but 
can be a definite factor) has your 
husband put on an excessive 
amount of extra weight in the 
past few years? The accumula- 
tion of fat in the neck area could 
cause such a condition. Wax or a 
hair touching the eardrum also 
can cause a dry cough. 


Except in the case of an 


allergy, it shouldn't be all that 


difficult to find the cause of the 
cough.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am in 


the care of a podiatrist and have 
been for several years. I have 
bunions, spurs and bursitis. The 
podiatrist assures me that sur- 
gery would give me much relief. 
However, friends tell me I need 
a bone specialist, as there could 
be serious results. 
I maintain 


that a licensed podiatrist knows 
perhaps more than a bone 
specialist. 
I would like an 


answer as soon as possible. 
Which is more capable? -- L.H. 


I've long tried to take a posi- 


tion exactly in the middle on 
this— that either one is capable 
of handling foot surgery. Most 
certainly, both have been trained 
for it. In your case, I'd add this: 
your podiatrist, having been 
treating you for some time, is 
more familiar with your par- 
ticular case than anyone else, so 
I'd stay with him. 


Dear l)r. Thosteson: 
My 


mother, now 91, has a problem. 
Not a problem, but a worry. 
Years before I was born, she lost 
three children in infancy. She 
believes the babies died from 
"poison" milk because she was 
pregnant again. When she found 
her granddaughter was nursing 
her baby, she hoped she 
"wouldn't get pregnant and kill 
it." I've tried to convince her 
that wasn't the cause of the 
babies' dying, but she still 
believes it. -- N. H. 


You are quite right, of course. 


Nature doesn't "poison the 
milk," and back when those 
babies were dying, infant mor- 
tality was vastly higher than it is 
today. (We can still stand some 


improvement, though!) 


But I doubt that you can con- 


vince your mother at 91 if she 
has believed it all these years. 
Saddest aspect is that she has 
feelings of guilt—and she 
shouldn't. 


There are, as can be seen all 


around us, plenty of babies who 
have grown up even though 
nursed by pregnant mothers. 
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Dear Dr. Thosteson: 
About 


five years ago I was told that 
my rectal soreness was due to 
"cryptitis." 
I still have con- 


siderable soreness at times. Is 
there any treatment? -- C.R. 


The crypts are folds of the 


membrane in the rectal opening. 
If these folds, or crypts, become 
infected, you have the discom- 
fort. and usually there is some 
discharge besides. 


First treatment is the use of 


antibiotics, applied locally. 
If 


they do not clear up the infection 
(and soreness), surgery to trim 
the thickened tissues may be 
required.

poly-migratory-arthritis? Is this 
common 
o n l y 
among 


teenagers? -- A . R. 


It would be arthritic pain that 


moves from joint to joint, the 
prefix "poly" meaning "much" 
or "multiple."

not affect only teenagers. 


Rheumatic fever can cause 


this too.

Security Top Priority 


There is substantial agreement by now that when 


plans for the County-City Building were drawn, not 
enough thought was given to jail facilities from the 
aspects of long-term incarceration and rehabilita- 
tion and protection of police personnel from out- 
side threats. 


The tail for city and county prisoners is sterile 


and brutally secure It is in the worst sense an ar- 
tificial environment. 


Last week, the County-City Building Committee 


approved a remodeling project which will help 
secure from outside threats the police 
department's lower level quarters adjacent to the 
jail. The project will include, for example, installa- 
tion of bullet proof glass in windows fronting the 
street. 


The remodeling may be needed. But we are in- 


clined to agree with County Commissioner Bob 
Colin, who urged that action on the requested 
remodeling be delayed until the completion of a 
study to be undertaken on the correctional facilities 
and rehabilitation program needs of Lincoln and 
Lancaster County. A study might result in major 
changes in programs and the jail itself, so interim 
remodeling money might be wasted. 


At the very least, as the remodeling in question 


has been approved, we hope that city and county 
officials approach the upgrading of jail conditions 
for prisoners with the same enthusiasm they dis- 
play toward increasing security around the police 
area. 


With new blood on the City Council and County 


Board, that hope may be realized.

Cambodia And Impeachment 


WASHINGTON - The latest 


word trom the White House is 
that President Nixon is not only 
changing his staff but Ins "style" 
in hope of r e p a i r i n g the 
Watergate damage and blocking 
any move toward his impeach- 
ment. 


According to this thesis. Nixon 


will reduce the authority of the 
White House staff, increase the 
influence ot the cabinet, and 
make himself more available to 
the Congress and the press 
In 


short, the pugnacious spirit of 
defiance, which has marked Ins 
administration trom the begin- 
ning, is now to be replaced, or so 
we are told, hy a different spirit 
of I'oopeiation 


The lirst hard test of this will 


be upon us very soon in the clash 
between the President and the 
Congress over the bombing of 
Cambodia. 
The House of 


Representatives, which usually 
goes along with the President on 
Indochina policy, has already 
\oted 219 to 188 against granting 
any new funds for the U.S. Cam- 
bodian military operations, and 
the majority leader of the 
Senate. Mike Mansfield, predicts 
that the Senate will do the same 
within the next few days. 


There is a fundamental con- 


flici here 
The Congress is in- 


sisting that the President has no 
clear constitutional authority for 
intervening m Cambodia merely 
to save the I .on No! government 
from possible defeat hy the com- 
munists 
The administration is 


insisting that it has an obligation 
to do so until North Vietnam 
abides by the Vietnamese cease- 
tire agreement, and public opi- 
r>;rin seems to be supporting tiie 
Congress 


The latest Gallup poll in- 


dicates that Americans are op- 
posed to the bombing by a 
margin of 2 to 1. Also, for the 
first time in years, less than a 
majority of those polled say that 
they are satisfied with the 
President's conduct of his office. 
In other words, the controversy 
over the bombing is the same, 
but the Watergate scandals have 
hurt the President badly, and 
emboldened the Congress not 
only to challenge him but to 
revive old grievances, and even 
to mutter about impeaching 
him. 


TV 
ft 
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The impeachment talk is not 


serious now. In fact, each day's 
newspaper and network TV 
news show amount to a kind of 
bill of impeachment against the 
President, but any formal 
attempt to get a majority of the 
House to impeach or two-thirds 
ot the Senate to convict would 
certainly fail even in the present 
mood of anger and despair. 


I'nless, and this is the main 


point — the President defies 
both the House and Senate after 
they express the will of the 
Congress against carrying on the 
bombing of Cambodia. 
The 


Congress is terrified even of 
using the word "impeachment," 
but if, after the Watergate dis- 
aster, the President insists on 
doing as he pleases in Cambodia, 
the "constitutional crisis" of the 
Sunday supplements will finally 
be a reality, and even impeach- 
ment a possibility. 


Even in the middle of the 


Watergate scandals, the ad- 
ministration, despite all its talk 
of new staffs and styles, has not 
only differed with the Congress 
m the Cambodian question, but 


has provoked 
and even 


challenged the Congress. 


Elliot Richardson, who is now 


crossing the Potomac from the 
Pentagon to the Justice Depart- 
ment, says as secretary of 
defense that the administration 
will go on bombing in Cambodia 
if it chooses to do so, regardless 
of whether the Congress votes it 
the money to do so. They will 
get the money some other way, 
he suggests. 


Meanwhile, testifying before 


the Congress which has to con- 
firm him as the new attorney 
general, he sounds as if he had 
invented law and order and can't 
wait to prosecute all those 
burglars and liars who, in his 
word, have "betrayed" the ad- 
mimstrajtion and the Republican 
party. 


This is the late George Apley 


speaking. 
As secretary of 


defense on bombing, with or 
without legal justification, he is 
faithful to the Pentagon; as at- 
torney general-designate, he is 
Justice 
Frankfurter's 
clerk, 


faithful only to the law and the 
Constitution, and he probably 
means both parts of the •.con- 
tradiction. 
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Rut the Cambodian question, 


after the Watergate mess, is not 
likely to be finessed by new 
styles and better manners, and a 
more 
cooperative 
approach. 


The constitutional issue of the 
President's power to wage war 
in Cambodia, without the con- 
sent of the Congress, even in 
defiance of the Congress vote to 
take away foods for the opera- 
tion, is now coming to the fore 
precisely till en the Congress 


finally feels confident enough to 
confront the President. 


The Congress will not face the 


impeachment process, but if it 
votes to cut off money for Cam- 
bodia and the President keeps 
on bombing anyway, the Cambo- 
dian issue could easily develop 
into a vote of no confidence in 
the President, which is what a 
bill of impeachment actually is. 


Nixon can avoid the crisis for a 


little while. 
He doesn't need 


"new" funds to continue the 
bombing, so that even if the 
Senate follows the House in 
refusing to authorize new 
money, he can still carry on as 
before, but as Mansfield says, 
not without defying "the will 
and intent of the Congress." 


Then the President will have 


to face the Case-Church Amend- 
ment which states that "no 
funds heretofore or hereafter ap- 
propriated may be obligated or 
expended to finance the involve- 
ment of U.S. military forces in 
hostilities in or over, or from the 
shores of, North Vietnam, South 
Vietnam, Laos, or Cambodia, 
unless specifically authorized by 
the Congress." 


This is where the test of 


Nixon's new "s^le" is going to 
come, and changes in men and 
attitude will not deal with it. 
For this is a fundamental ques- 
tion of policy and authority 
between the executive and the 
legislature, and the Congress, 
disgusted by the Watergate 
revelations of presidential judg- 
ment and misuse of authority in 
the Watergate case, is now final- 
ly ready for the confrontation. 
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Now about the cough and the 


case of TB the doctor diagnosed 
— my first suggestion would be 
to tell the patient to contact 
another doctor for a second opi- 
nion. The arrest and prevention 
of TB have been perfected so 
well that the state sanitarium 
was closed recently for lack of 
patients.

to brutalize

Judge Moran added: "In de- 


termining the appropriate dis- 
position of this case, the court 
recognizes that defendants view 
their act as political rather than 
criminal.

Gov. J. J. Exon's proposal to 


increase the penalties for at- 
tacking law officers won backing 
Monday from the officers 
themselves but the measure ap- 
parently won't become law this 
year.

Lincoln Office of Financial Aids, 
Monda\ said he expects the total 
amount of funds under the un- 
iversity's control in the coming 
year to be about the same as it 
was in 1972-73. 


Students who met application 


deadlines should be notified by 
the end of June of the amount of 
help they can expect from the 
university s various sources, said 
Ritchie. 


Karher this vear. financial aid 


officers were worried that two 
existing programs might be ter- 
minated while new proposals of 
the Nixon administration were 
left on congressional agendas. 


Since then, however. Congress 


has extended for another year 
the National Direct Student 
I/oan (NDSL) program and the 
Educational Opportunity Grant 
(EOG) program and approved a 
start of the Nixon ad- 
ministration's Basic Opportunity 
Grant (BOG) program. 


The extension of the two 


existing programs, once opposed 
by the administration, has been 
signed by President Nixon 


The total impact of those ac- 


tions, said Ritchie, means l^NL 
will "come out about the same, 
and maybe a little bit better off" 
in the programs over which it 
has direct control

Ritchie noted, however, that 


the university still doesn't know 
how much money it will have for 
the new BOG program, which 
will be available this first year 
only to new freshmen. 


Congress has approved a total 


of $122 million for the program 
nationwide, but those dollars 
will be prorated in the coming 
fiscal year if the total requests of 
American colleges and univer- 
sities surpass the amount ap- 
propriated. 


If, for example, the total 


requests are double the ap- 
propriation, students who 
qualify will get only half of the 
amount for which each was ap- 
proved 


UNL students typically are 


aided by a combination of 
programs, including loans, direct 
grants and work-study. 


The Lincoln campuses, said 


Ritchie and Vice Chancellor for 
S'udent Affairs Ken Bader, may 
suffer cutbacks of 15' \ to 20'; in 
work-study funds, 
but both 


reiterated that the picture is 
rosier in other areas than it once 
was 


"We're a little bit better off 


than we were," said Bader, 
which he said was the result of a 
"tremendous lobbying effort" 
nationwide. 


"I'm pleased Congress and the 


President signed the continua- 
tion of the basic federal 
programs with a phase-in of the 
BOG program," said Bader 


Ritchie said a total of about $4 


million should be available to 
students on the Lincoln cam- 
puses trom scholarships and 
financial aid programs con- 
trolled directly by his office. 


Another $3 million in federally 


insured loans will aid UNL 
students, he estimated 


Taking into account the GI 


Bill, Social Security and housing 
and food stamp 
subsidies. 


Ritchie estimated that UNL 
students will benefit from a total

Overseas Services, was arrested 
Monday in Geneva. 


A police spokesman said 


Cornfeld's arrest on charges of 
fraud, abetting speculation and 
mismanagement "are connected 
with the entire complex question 
of IOS " He declined to discuss 
the case in detail 


He 
said 
the 
Geneva 


magistrate's court will consider 
the case Wednesday morning. 


Before 
it crumbled, 
IOS 


employed nearly 3,000 persons in 
the Geneva area alone. 


As the IOS crisis worsened, 


quarrels started among its 
managers and investors began 
reclaiming their money. After 
several attempts to save IOS, 
Cornfeld sold his shares to 
American 
financier Robert 


Vesco and finally withdrew from 
the ailing company in 1971. 


Vesco, believed to be outside 


the United States, has been in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury of 
conspiring to secretly contribute 
$200,000 to President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign. 


Two longtime Lincoln civic 


leaders. John and Catherine 
Angle, will leave the city in early 
July for New York, where Angle 
will become a senior executive 
officer with the Guardian Life 
Insurance Co. of America. 


Mrs. Angle, long active in civic 


and specifically

Angle will retire in June as 


president of the Lincoln Hospital 
and Health Council and resign 
his post as vice president of the 
Lincoln General Hospital Board 
of Trustees.

effective July 1. 


He will assume the New York

(AP) — Five hundred hungry 
Cambodian soldiers, shooting 
their rifles into the air and 
threatening to march on Presi- 
dent Lon Nol's palace unless the 
government paid them their 
wages, marched into Phnom 
Penh on Monday. Within a short 
time, they got a month's pay and 
some bread. 


Coming in from Phnom 


Baseth, 14 miles northwest 01 
th'is capital, the troops com 
plained they'd had no food in 
three days and hand't been pai( 
in a month 


As they moved past the 


Phnom Penh's leading hotel 
their guns ablaze, luncheon 
guests dived under tables and 
behind trees around the swim 
ming pool Crowds in the streets 
scattered into doorways, but the 
soldiers showed no hostility to 
civilians 


Attired in tattered camouflage 


uniforms, topped with blue 
regimental scarves and ban 
danas, many of the soldiers were 
in their early teens, carrying 
weapons almost as big as 
themselves 
Many had only 


recently transferred to the elite 
7th Division They were accom 
panied by a convoy of trucks, bui 
the troops said they came in on 
foot to dramatize their plight 
They left their officers behind 


Converging on the army pay 


office, they found their division 
commander. Brig 
Gen. Um 


Khauv. who promised they 
would all be paid at the city's 
sports stadium a mile away 


There, the army paymaster 


produced a bag of money anc 
doled out to each man the 
equivalent of about $17, a 
month s pay for an enlisted man 
Each has to buy his own food out 
of this wage 


The division's former com- 


mander. Col Thach Chan, con- 
tended failure to pay the men 
was caused by an administrative 
muddle stemming from the fact 
that since February pay has been 
bandied by a central office, 
rather than by individual com- 
manders, as before.

One Arm No Handicap For Cairo's Pagan

Wherever Gary Fagan finishes in the Class 


C low hurdles at the state track meet, he'll be a 
winner. 


The unbeaten Centura senior, though he's 


intent on winning, doesn't have to prove himself 
this weekend at Omaha Burkti. 


He's been doing it since age four when his 


arm was severed at the shoulder by a tractor's 
power takeoff. 


"I don't even think of him as handicapped. 


And I'm sure most of the people around here 
(Cairo) don't either," says Centura track coach 


Harlan Metschke. 


"Gary's always proven he can compete, 


even with one arm," notes Metchke, pointing 
out that Fagan has been an all-Loup Platte 
Conference defensive back in football for three 
consecutive years. 


"I'd hate to think about trying to do what 


he does. You have to admire his courage," adds 
Metschke. 


"He has a little problem getting started in 


the hurdles because he goes down into the 
blocks just like everyone else," says Metschke. 
"But having only one arm doesn't affect his 
form. He really steps 'em." 


Fagan, whose family farms east of Cairo, is 


at more of a disadvantage in the high hurdles 
than the lows. 


"He's behind the first hurdle in the highs, 


then has to play catchup. That's why he didn't 
qualify in the highs," says Metschke. 


He ran third in the highs at the C-7 district 


at Lexington with a :15.5 (.15.2 in his best), but 
won the lows in 20.8 after clocking 20 6 in the 
preliminaries. 


"The difference for him is the lows have a 


little more distance and he can get up bis speed 
before the first hurdle and doesn't have to play 
catchup so much," says Metschke. 


Fagan, tied for the Class C lead on the state 


low hurdle chart at .20.4, also runs the second 
leg on Centura's crack 880 relay team. 


It ranks second in the state Class C ranks 


with a 1 33.2 and finished second behind state 
leader Arnold in 1 33.8 at district. 


"Gary has a good attitude this season and 


it's rubbed off on the rest of the team and really 
got them going," says Metschke. 


"That -20 4 he ran came easy at Grand 


Island Northwest and he runs to win. so I don't 
know what he can do at state." adds Metschke. 


"But I think he'll got under 20," predicts 


the Centura coach, "and that's good in anyone's 
league If he had two arms and the same desire, 
I'd hate to think how fast he'd go "

lanta's first-round choice in the 
National Football League's 1974 
college draft as part of losing the 
two free agents Both had played 
out their options and were free 
to sign with another club as of 
May 1. 


Vikings General Manager Jim 


Finks said Berry expressed some 
surprise when he was informed 
of the transaction. Berry could 
not be reached at his home in 
California. 


Lee, a 6-foot-2 punter and 


quarterback, described the trade 
as "a great opportunity— a 
chance to be a starting quar- 
terback in the NFL. That's 
w h a t e v e r y quarterback 
wants." 


Lee said he played out his op- 


tion .after Fran Tarkenton re- 
turned to Minnesota from the 
New York Giants last year. Lee 
was used sparingly in 1972. 


Warwick, a Vikings regular 


since 1965 until he suffered a 
knee injury last year and sat out 
half the season, said he played 
out his option because he could 
not agree on a contract with the 
team. "I think my knees are 100

Counrilwoman Helen Boosalis 


asked if the city would be dis- 
criminating against industrial 
and commercial property by 
granting the subsidy to residen- 
tial areas only. 


City Atty Dick Wood reported 


that the subsidy would have a 
valid public purpose in up- 
grading residential streets 


All Eligible 


He pointed out that all 


dwellings in a designated sub- 
sidy area would be eligible for 
the program For instance a 
new apartment building con- 
s t r u c t e d 
in

neighborhood also would receive 
the 501 subsidy 


Wood said the city is going to

"This will necessitate quite a

Mag ruder ;

Says Nixon 
Had Role 


Washington — Jeb Stuart 


Magruder, who served as deputy 
campaign manager for the Com- 
mittee for the Re-election of the 
President last year, told an off- 
the-record political seminar ear- 
ly this year that President Nixon 
played a vital and active role in 
campaign planning and decision- 
making until one month after 
the Watergate break-in. 


"There was a basically triad of 


senior decision makers," 
Magruder told a Harvard 
seminar in early January, "The 
President, Bob Haldeman and 
John Mitchell — until July of 
'72. They were in constant con- 
sultation with each other over 
major activities." 


A transcript of the two-day 


proceedings, sponsored by the 
Kennedy Institute of Politics 
and the Nieman Foundation at 
Harvard, was made available 
Monday to the New York Times. 


A spokesman for Magruder 


had no comment on the 
transcript. Magruder has been 
reported by federal and senate 
sources to be facing grand jury 
indictment for his role both in 
the advance planning of the 
bugging of the Democratic 
National 
Committee 


Headquarters on June 17, 1972, 
and any subsequent cover-up. 


Magruder's comments at the 


seminar offered a view different 
from that of the President. 


Nixon said April 30 that 1972 


"was a year of crucially impor- 
tant decisions" in foreign affairs. 
Thus, he said, "I decided, as the 
1972 campaign approached, that 
the presidency should come first 
and politics second. To the 
maximum extent possible, 
therefore, I sought to delegate 
campaign operations, to remove 
the day-to-day campaign deci- 
sion from the President's office 
and from the White House." 


It was not clear whether Nixon 


was referring to the primary 
elections that began early last 
year as well as the traditional 
fall campaigning after the 
nominating conventions. 


Elsewhere in the transcript of 


his seminar remarks, Magruder 
depicted the President and the 
White House as being closely in- 
volved in crucial decision 
making at the August convention 
of the Republican Party. Asked 
who had made the decision on 
speeches and platform rhetoric 
at the convention, Magruder 
replied: 


"We had a joint group that 


consisted of approximately 20 
people — White House aides, re- 
election committee aides, and 
Republican National Committee 
aides — who 
basically 


programmed and decided the 
whole convention — with the ap- 
proval of the President, of 
course." At least five or six aides 
from the White House took part 
in the effort, the former re- 
election official added.

LAP Reviews Loan Insurance, 
Breakfast Project, Hub Plan

Progress reports presented at 


the Lincoln Action Program 
(LAP) board meeting Monday 
night focused on a pilot 
breakfast feeding program, a 
loan insurance program for peo- 
ple wishing to start very small 
businesses and a plan to set up 
an administrative structure to 
continue the work of the LAP if 
the federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) is disbanded 
and LAP along with it. 


The breakfast feeding 


program was started at two 
schools on May 1, said Sam 
Nelson, the head of the program 
to provide free breakfasts before 
school hours for children of low 
income families. 


OEO guidelines are used to 


determine eligibility in the 
program, Nelson said. 


The pilot project was begun at 


Clinton and Elliot elementary 
schools Nelson said 91 children 
were served at Elliot the first 
morning and 139 at Clinton. 


He said participation in the 


program has declined somewhat 
from the first day figures, but 


after 19 days, 3t.t% of the 
children eligible at Elliot are 
participating and 41.5% at Clin- 
ton. 


For children who are not eligi- 


ble a charge of 2Qt per meal is 
assessed, he said. 


A committe headed by Judy 


Songer reported that a plan has 
been developed to carry on the 
work of LAP if it is disbanded as 
a result of the threatened demise 
of OEO. LAP funding comes un- 
der OEO and if OEO is dis- 
banded, LAP would be left 
without money to operate, she 
said. 


She said that it is not known 


yet where the funds for a "new 
LAP" or "Hub" Plan, as it is 
called, would come from, but 
that the expected cost would be 
$96,625, with $87,125 for per- 
sonnel and $9,500 for non- 
personnel expenses. 


The Hub Plan is built around 


the idea of having regional of- 
fices serving small areas of Lin- 
coln, she said.

FDA Orders Canners 
To Register Processes

Food and Drug Administration, 
to become effective July 13, app- 
ly to canners of low-acid 
foods—those in which botulism 
bacteria grow best. 


Botulism toxin in commercial- 


ly canned food was relatively 
rare until 1971. when a New 
York man died after eating a can 
of Vichyssoise. 


Of the 10 deaths from botulism 


in the last ten years, all except 
that one have been caused by 
home-canned foods. 


In the first four months of this 


year, the FDA already has super- 
vised the recall of four products 
which it said contained botulism 
poison. Three recalls involved 
mushrooms or products made 
from the mushrooms. The fourth 
involved canned peppers which 
hospitalized six persons after a 
family dinner last week in 
Wheeling. W. Va. 


The new regulations are aimed , 


at making sure canned foods are 
adequately cooked in the future. 
The canner must submit its 
proposed canning process for ap- 
proval and keep records to show 
the process is followed. 


If any company doesn't comp- 


ly with the regulations or 
produces contaminated canned 
goods, the FDA will require the 
company to obtain an emergen- 
cy operating permit. 


Without the permit, the 


canner must shut down. 


With an estimated 64,000 food 


plants in its jurisidction, the 
FDA admits it is possible for 
someone to operate for years 
without the government finding 
out. 


Bombing Said Illegal 


Washington (UPI) — Eight 


congressmen have filed suits in 
U.S. District Court to have U.S. 
participation in the Cambodian 
war declared illegal. They 
charged that the bombing in 
Cambodia is unconstitutional 
and violates laws directed at 
U S. involvement there 


by three-person teams, with 
specialties in welfare, housing, 
community organization, job 
development, emergency ser- 
vices, alcoholism, food and 
transportation, she reported. 


Ms. Songer said that at present 


it is envisioned to have a central 
office and two regional offices, 
but it could be expanded depen- 
ding on available funding and 
need. 


Wayne Paris gave the report 


on the pilot program called 
Economic Community Organiza- 
tion Network, Inc., a group that 
has received $5,000 initial fun- 
ding from LAP to insure (serve 
as collateral) loans for people 
wishing to start small 
businesses. 


The program would be for 


minority groups or low income 
persons wishing to become pain- 
ting contractors, roofers, 
mechanics, etc., and would have 
a top limit of $1,000 per appli- 
cant, he said. 


Faris said the program is a 


pilot program authorized by the 
federal Small Business Ad- 
ministration and that loans will 
be given by the First National 
Bank in Lincoln to qualified 
applicants. 


Faris said the $5,000 is suf- 


ficient collateral to allow a total 
of $20,000 to be loaned out.

Palmyra — Six generations 


That's how long the "Bunten 
family" — undoubtedly among 
Nebraska's oldest — has been in 
Otoe County 


As pioneer experiences went, 


the Buntens may not have been 
exceptional. Bat to one looking 
back from a vantage point of 
over 100 years, the lore and 
legend still nurtured in the fami- 
K is remarkable. 


Prairie fires, Indians knocking 


at the door demanding food, 
floods, the aurora boreabs. bliz- 
zards, grasshopper plagues, even 
earthquakes, all were part and 
parcel of the prairie life endured 
by native Scotsman William 
Bunten and his descendants 


Bunten arrived with his 


mother. Mary Ronald Bunten. in 
1865. Thev homesteaded on a 
land grant signed by Ulysses S 
Grant five miles north of here 
Soon thereafter Bunten married 
his cousin, Jane Ronald, who 
had come out a year earlier to 
join her sister. Margaret Ronald 
Thomson, an 1859 settler. 


Still In Area 


Three of the Buntens' 


grandchildren by their daughter. 
Mrs. Jessie Lanning. still live in 
the area. Orris R. Lanning farms 
south of Eagle; Mrs. George R. 
Thomson lives with her farm 
family near Palmyra: and Mrs 
Harvey Wall lives in Lincoln 
with her husband. Their mother, 
a resident of Lincoln's Milder 
Manor, recently turned 99 


Vivid memories of live on the 


prairie are still passed from 
generation to generation by 
diaries, journels. photo albums 
and word of mouth. Stories like 
Bunten"s six-week overland trip 
bv covered wagon from Berlin. 
Wis . through Iowa's knee-deep 
spring mud. Or Jane Ronald's 
trip with her mother the year 
before, living largely off the 
hazelnuts. jumpers, wild plums, 
crab apples and quail they found 
along the way. 


"Saturday — (Aug.) 27th," 


reads one curiously terse entrj 
in Jane Ronald's journal of the 
voyage. "... Stopped at a creek, 
watered the cattle, drove a little 
further, built a fire, turned out 
the cattle. Lost the bell. Went to 
bed. Mother quite sick. Wrote 
two letters: one to brother 
William: one to William Bunten.

"Sunday — 28th." she con- 


tinued the next day ' 
. Killed 


four chickens, cooked them, 
greased the wagon, hunted cat- 
tle. Tired. Went into Wisconsin 
River to bathe Robert lost his 
hat I found the bell. Hitched up 
and drove 3 or 4 miles. Stopped 
at a Scotchman's Good feed " 


Later, at Cascade. la.. "Sun- 


day — 'May) llth 
Had an in- 


troduction to a very rich old man 
who wanted to marry very bad, 
but I thought I would not stay to 
get acquainted with him for fear 
I would fall in love with him and 
he would give me the mitten, oh 
hum urn." 


'Eat Up Cabbage' 


Later still, near Marion, la.: 


"Wednesday — 14th. Well, the 
cows and oxen got into a man's 
corn, trod down his buckwheat, 
eat up his cabbage and dear 
knows what else. We had to pay 
the man 50c " 


The family's prairie roots crop 


up in numerous place names 
near the homestead. Bunten 
Creek, Bunten Corner, Bunten 
Hill, the Bunten Bridge, and of 
course, the "Bunten place." A 
1''2-story frame house, it was 
built around 1878 and is still oc- 
cupied by renters. Two earlier 
log cabins are no longer stan- 
ding. 


The original 
120-acre 


homestead, in the family since 
1866 but not filed until 1971, is 
eligible for the Ak-Sar-Ben 100- 
year Honor Farm Family award, 
and Mrs. Thomson plans to app- 
ly for it soon. 


Many land grants in the area 


were accompanied by an (ap- 
parently) illegal fee charged by 
land agents. Mrs. Thomson says 
County records show the Bunten 
homestead cost William Bunten 
$450. paid to a John Michael 


"This John Michael. I th<nk he 


came out and got ahold of all the 
land he could lay his hands on. 
and sold it to these other fellows 
when they came." suggests Mrs 
Thomson. 


'He Was A Skunk' 


"Yes," agrees Mrs. Wall, "I 


believe he was a skunk He's got 
the biggest stone in the 
graveyard " 


The two sisters recall tales of 


the big flood of July fi. 1908. 
which washed cut the first 
Bunten Bridge 
And of the 


Bunten children walking home a 
mile and a half through the Bli/.- 
zard of "88 


Acquisition of a piano and an 


auto in 1922 were big eviots. 


Neighbors would compare their 
new cars by whizzing around 
Bunten Corner and then trying 
to climb Bunten Hill in top gear. 


"If you could make it, you had 


a doozy. but if you didn't, you 
didn't brag any more," says Mrs. 
Wall 


Still remembered with awe is 


the resourcefulness of great-aunt 
Margaret Thomson, the earliest 
settler in the family. Once, just 
before the arrival of a new baby, 
she found herself alone and 
entering labor — her husband 
was hauling provisions from 
Nebraska City. She told her 
small boys she had heard a bear 
down at the water trough the 
night before, and instructed 
them to take the gun and sleep 
there. 


Got Breakfast 


The next morning, the new 


baby had arrived, and she was 
up getting breakfast when the 
bovs returned. 


Then there were the five 


Bunten daughters and their 
below-the-waist hair. And of 
course Mary Ronald Bunten, the 
oldest of the clan. Born in 
Scotland in 1795, she is buried in 
the Centennial cemetery near 
the 
homestead. She is 


remembered for her Scottish 
nightcap and brogue, and her 
refusal to use a sewing machine 
because, she said, it would leave 
her with nothing to do. 


Last but not least, there is 99- 


year-old Mrs. Lanning, who 
could recite passages of verse 
sometimes twenty minutes long 
until a few years ago. 


"They were upright people, if 


there are any upright people," 
Mrs. Thomson concludes of the 
Bunten clan. "They said they 
were too busy to make trouble. 
And they stuck together like 
glue." 


As Jane Konald Bunten said 


just before she died — in words 
now inscribed on her tombstone 
— "I leave this world without a 
tear, save for the friends I hold 
so dear. To heal their sorrow, 
Lord descend, and to the 
tnendless prove a friend."

District. 


Prior to approving the 15-year 


agreement the community had 
operated its own electrical 
system. 
Under terms of the 


lease, NPPD will operate the 
system owned by the community 
and will asume complete utility 
responsibility including manage- 


ment, planning, engineering and 
load promotion. 


NPPD will maintain the 


system and make extensions to 
the system. Inthe event of storm 
or similar disaster, NPPD will 
repair all damage at no cost to 
the community. 


The town will maintain 


ownership of the system as well 
as any additions, renewals, and 
replacements made to the 
system by NPPD. 


Bruning will receive 10 per 


cent of the adjusted retail 
revenue and will share with the 
county and school district in the 
five percent in lieu of tax 
payments. Electricity used by 


the community will be dis- 
counted one-third. 


It is estimated that Bruning 


will realize benefits totaling 
$121.469 during the life of the 
agreement.

Brandt is also planning on put- 


ting a screen in the huge fair 
coliseum if arrangements can be 
worked out with 4-H horse show 
officials to provide time for the

as 8 000 people who don t have 
game tickets into coming out to 
the fairgrounds instead of sitting 


home watching television," 
Brandt said 


Brandt will also investigate 


the possibility of having some of

Promotional activity at the 


horse races will include the sale 
of a small handbook on racing in 
the hope of interesting non-race 
fans in trying their hands at 
placing a bet 


The booklets may be sold at a 


number of locations in the 
Capital City in addition to sales 
at the races 


The board also opened bids on 


a small paving project. However, 
the bids were well above the 
money available for the project.

many factors leading to the 


rising statistics. Gauer said, rt is 
"certainly one of the factors " 


Gauer said pornographers ac- 


tually cater to a small percen- 
tage of the public He said that 
although movies such as "Deep 
Throat 
and "Last Tango in 


Pans' are reaping large profits, 
many of the people were merely 
curious because of all the 
publicity the movies have
